A ourious pliase of the late Dilke 
scandal is the syinjiathy shown the re- 
creant lover by" his tianc^ on learning 
the unpleasant revelations; Tliere are 
80 few e.\ceptions to the ordinary iin- 
pulses governiuK iiuinan nature in such 
cases that the public was atruck dumb 
with surprise when it read the intelli- 
gence that the lady wiio was engaged lo 
Sir Oharlea telegraphed her condolenca 
to him in his difiiculty,'ancl' bade 'hluj 
to immediately annouhce ' theiti 'erifftgej 
inent aud coming marriage.. It is quit^ 
probP4ble that no one was more surpris- 
ed than Sir Charles himself. 

Tliis lady who had leaped into no- 
toriety in this unique manner is tlie 
widow of Mark Pattison, the distin- 
guished author ami scholar aiid rector 
of Lincoln Oollogp, O.\ford. She is at 
present traveling in Inilia. She is a 
lady of culture and even brilliancy, and 
is the author of a uieritorioua work on 
"The Renaissance" of Art iu France," 
illustrated by herself. She Itaa, likewise 
6guired as a . leader in the -j wpnSan's 
rights agitation in 'England, having' 
acted as chairwoman' at their meetings 
on several occasion.«. She is tlie daugh- 
ter of Col. Strong of the Madras army, 
who after allowing a large fortune to 
slip from hitn through ill-advised in- 
vestments, aqceptisd the .preaidency .of 
a bank in the ^own of Oxford. He was 
a man of literary tastes and fond of 
art, cspi-cialiy jjainling. His faniily 
consisted of his wife and two duugh- 
ti.Ts, the elder of whom married the 
llev. Mr. Tucknell of New College, 
and tii<* second of whom is tlie present 
finance of Sir Charles Dilke. She was 
then entering her teens. She is deserib- 
{■x\ as btiing at the time a bright, viva- 
cious girl, with a pretty face and en- 
pagiiig niniiner.s. Uev. 13r. James 
Tliomscn, a man of brusque manners 
and a, u,ote4 bou-yivant, wt^s^reetor of 
Lincoln Col'leg'e at that period." "He 
liail," says an excliatige, "Ijoen brought 
up from his country living and elected 
to the headshi[) by a clique of Fellows, 
who were resolved [to prevent Mark 
Pattison's election, because he was 
nervous and unclubable, and cared 
neither for wine, beer, cards nor tobac- 
co. On one occasion, addressing the 
rosy Emily Frances Strong, who in due 
time became Mrs, Pattison, and is to 
be Lady Dilke. he pinched her cheeks 
and jiraised tlieir freshiiess, as he gulp- 
ed dov.'u anotlier large tumbler of old 
port — for he disdained the not suthci- 
fut capacious wineglass — bade her he- 
ware her elder sister's palloi', "which," 
said the rectoral D. D., "I'll wager is 
caused by reading sermons in Iwiul." 

At this time Mark Puitison was a 
country rector, having found it impos- 
sible to Bubiuit to the res rictions im- 
posed on him by Dr. Thomson. After 
the latter's death Pattison.-.was- elected 
rector of Lincoln in his place.- - Miss 
Emily Strong was now grown to be a 
bc-intiful youiiK woman. "Her candor 
niid \iv,ii;iLy," say.'^ the writer quoted, 
"gained her the re[iutation of a flirt, 
and many an undergraduate was pluck- 
ed, heoause when he should haveibeen 
grinamg at the classics hia mind Ian 
guishet' for Emily Strong. Many a 
carewon^ youth who, for her sake, had 
been plov-ked from Littiego, would 
walk out with throbbing breast to 
IlHey Church, a famous Norman church 
where she whs fond of attending, in the 
hope of repeating his Te Deuiu within 
sight of her and winning one of 
beaming recogiiitions and intoxicating 
smiie.s. But Emily, though sbe Ibvetl 
youth, loved age and station more, and 
when the nervous, basliful and mature 
Mark Pattison proposed for her she 
cast overboard, - perhaps with some 
natural tears soon dried, the youthful 
admirers and candidates who had bssk- 
c.d in the tIeluKive sunshine of her 
srnil(ts." Tlu! marriaye was not a haopy 
one. The latter years of jNLirk Patti- 
son's life were embittered by domestic 
infelicities. In bit> "Memoirs " which 
the fair Emily edited after hia death, 
tells us that his whole married life 
made wretched "by the combined sense 
of self consciousness and self-hutnilia- 
tion." During the last years of their 
married life Mrs. Pattison lived almost 
eiitireiy aljroad, and the rector's pretty 
liouse at Lincoln would have been 
desolate but for the welcome presence 
of a favorite niece, in whom he took 
much prido. While his wife found plea- 
sure in travel and society he sought 
solace in his books and philosophical 
studies. The spring of 1883 found him, 
pickaxe in hand, en route to Poitiers 
in pursuit of 'knowledge. . He. . visited 
Nantes, New Bocbelle and many of 
the little towns of "Old Franco," vfhich 
he styled "the real France full of 
tilings curious from one end to the 
other." This journey was a great strain 
on liisalready worn and enfeebled frame, 
and he died shortly after his return 
to O.\ford, J uly 30, 1884. His fair 
relict, after the proper time bad elaps- 
ed, devoted herself with renewed zeal 
to that pursuit of pleasure she had 
sought outside the domestic circle. Pew 
]5ersons know her pre.=iRiit whereabouts 
till she startled tlie public the other 
day by telegraphing her syiiii.iathy 
from India toiSir- Charles: Dilke, and 
bidding hiin announce feheir engage- 
ment as a sort of vindication as it 
were, of his mishap in falling between 
the two stools of bis pretty French 
mistress and the gay Mrs. Crawford. —

On the west they reach neiirly to 
the Philippines, on the oast to the Mar- 
shall islands, on the north they have tlio 
Ladrones, and on the south the New Bri- 
tain group, which Gormnny claims as an 
appendage td vfTow Guinea .

What would 
bo the strategical and commeroial value of 
at\6h a scattered possasuiou we cannot ut 
present undertake to estimate. Of the 
whole ares, two-thirds Belongffb Iho five 
higher islands; the habitable land in the 
flat islands in the east and centre of the 
group Lutke estimated at about five 
aquare miles. Only five of the islands are 
of a mountainous character and apparent- 
ly of remot^ rolcanic origin; by far the 
g^eaiter number are flat coral islands. The 
vegetation of the Caroline islands is par- 
ticularly rich and luxurious, if the variety 
of species is not groat. Tho mountains 
aire clad with^trijea to tha'r.Bummits.

bottles, etci, are trepang and cocoanut 
oil. Europeans :ir6 settled in aeveral of 
tbdl islands, mainly Ponapo and Yap, and 
do considerable business with wh.aler.-,.

BAIRD'S jnUIKDEKEIt. 

lie is Traced (o St. Vincent niid 
i-r irj,; Avrdsted. .,,:!■:>'■ 

A Cleverly Worked Case by 
Winniiicg; Oflicers— His- 
tory ortiic munlei*. 

Sr. Vincent, Ulinn., Aug 31.— Ki?lly, 
tho supposed murderer of Baird last De- 
comber in British Columbia, was arrested 
tliis morning in the Canada House, where 
he had been sleeping. Ue was traced to 
Emerson by Chief Murray and Sergeant 
SIoRao, who wout south on the train, but 
on searching for him, and not finding him, 
returned ano traced him to Vi-here he was 
found. Constable Kruao broko open the 
door of his room and grasped him whore 
lie lay in bed, while Chief JIurray and 
Sorgt. MoRae placed their revolvers at 
his head. He took the arrest quite coolly 
and pointed out his revolver, which 
was under hia pillow, saying, "You bet 
she's a dandy." He was convoyed to 
Hallock this morning to await extradition 
as he refused to cross over the line. 

■ PAIlTICtaARS OF THE MITKDKH. 

It will be remembered that in Dacom- 
ber last Robert Baird, r young ocmmer- 
cial traveller from Montana, was shot and 
killed by an unknown . roan twenty-four 
miles south W Golden City. The murder 
v/as committed for money, as Baird had 
boon on a collecting tour in the Roc'kI'js, 
and had .S-1,500 on his person when so 
cruelly and cowardly killed. 'I'ho mur- 
dered man's packer, Harry, was badly 
wounded in attempting to save his em- 
ployer. He was tdao left for dead, but 
rdvivbd sufficiently to ride to a i-ailway 
camp and give the news of tho foul inu -- 
dor. Af-ined parties were organized, and 
together with the mounted police, the 
country was scoured in every direction, 
but no trace of the assassin was found. 
He, of course, secured all poor Baird'a 
money and then it was.an easy matter for 
him to get out' of the country. It was 
learned by the police that the murderer 
was auppoBod to be one Kelly, a character 
so hardened to everything human that he 
was given the title of 

- ■ "bull doq" 

in tho mountains. Since the murder hia 
ivheroabouta remained a mystery until 
last Thursday, when ho turned up ut no 
other place than Ppairie park. Like 
everybody else ho was enjoying tho races 
and bucked tho whool and bought pools 
to hia heart's content. Hia hardonod 
countenance, however, gare him away and 
the police spotted him os a suspicious 
character. A mounted policeman named 
Kerr, who is in the city on a holiday trip, 
came aoroas him at the park and . imme- 
diately recognized the fam'oiis ''Bull- 
Dog," the terror of the mountnina. 
While conversing with him Kelly remark- 
ed that it was reported that the police 
"were on him" for murdering a man in 
the Rockies. He denied all knowledge of 
tho ntfair, and expressed his desire to see 
Major Steele in order that he might vin- 
dicate hia character. Kerr remarked that 
Steele was in tho city, and he would have 
no diliiculty in seeing him, and tho twain 
boarded the train for the city with that 
object in view. When the train was 
nearing the city, however, Kelly excused 
himself for a moment and quietly dropped 
off and took log-bail down the Southwest- 
ern track. Kerr reported the matter to 
Sergt. iVIcRao, of the city police force, 
and that functionary took tho caae in 
hand, with the result narrated in the des- 
patch above. The sergeant, along witli 
Chief Murray, hunted the murderer down 
in a very clover manner, and richly de- 
serve the 81,000 reward ottered by tho 
tirm for whom Baird was traveling.

To THK Editoh: — The dispatch you 
published yesterday from the general 
commanding the forces on the frontier to 
tho local government, will have a reassur- 
ing effect on the public mind.

Tho general coniinaiidiiig, 
with the modesty that invariably goes 
hand in hand with military skill and 
bravery, only allows a sentence here and 
there to (inadvertently !) creep in, tending 
to show the loading part lie took in iho 
operations. Fortunate British Columbia, 
to find in the hour of her need such a de- 
fender and protector of her rights under 
the civilian garb of a stipendiary magis- 
trate. 

But, joking apart, Mr. Editor, was this 
dispatch really written by Mr. Sj-roat, or 
ia it not a hoax? and if written ly him 
ca>"i we believe it to bo a true outi.'ne of 
what occi'rted 1 With other frioiuld of 
the present government I sincerely hope 
not. The province has nothing to gain 
through being made ridiculous by aiich a 
Olio robed in a little brief authority; and 
none of us wiah to see it engaged in an 
expensive legal quarrel with tho central 
authority at Ottawa. It is hard to believe 
that there is any truth in the report that 
the Dominion police are levying black- 
mail and pocketing fines. ' Another story 
is that Mr. Johnston is an upright official 
trying to enforce the wise provisions of 
tho law for tho suppression of drinking 
along the lino of railway whilst under 
construction. If it sliuuld be proved that 
he has done no more than his duty — a 
duty that must be most difficult in a town 
like Farwell, and with a provincial official 
opposed to him, that official will have to 
answer for his extraordinary conduct. In 
any case I believe the public will require 
further evidence to make them believe 
that Mr..Sproat's high . handed prnoeed- 
iiigs we're laecessary to maintain provincial 
rights. ■ _ . .

There has been no question of consti- 
tutionality of the acts and no question as 
to license involved in tho affair which sim- 
ply was a flagrant obstruction of the ad- 
ministration of privincial justice in ita 
ordinary and temperate exercise. Tho 
highest Doiniiiioii otlicialhere telegraphed 
toSirJvliii Macdopuld that tho above 
waa its character. Neither the officer 
commanding the mounted police hero nor 
uiiybouy olau competent to judge attempts 
to defend the Dominion police. All pri- 
aouera on both tides have been released 
or bailed, and no further trouble exis'.s. 

The Port Towiisviid Fire. 

The Post-Intolligencor has pari-iculars 
of the recent incendiary lire at Port 
Townaond: About 2.45 Sunday morning 
a fire broke out in Weymouth's block on 
Water street, between Monroe and Tay- 
lor, in Port Townaond. Tho meana of ar- 
reatiiig the progress were meagre. Tho 
price of Chinese labor wont bounding up 
Tho almond eyed creatures refused to 
carry water for less than a dollar par hour. 
Thu llaraea rapidly cuinmuiiicated to tho 
adjacent buiUlini^.s in the block, and a.s 
they were all frame and very dry, they 
wore rapidly reduced to' aaliea. The 
whole block waa destroyed except a livery 
stable which escaped by hard lighting of 
the fiery element. Among the buildings 
consumed is the old blo'ck house, built in 
1852 by Hastings & Pettigrove. This 
waa the first structure oreotud in the port 
of entry and was used by them ns a trad- 
ing post with tho Indiana, and later it 
waa used as a customs house and aftor- 
tvards as a jail. The other buildings des- 
troyed aro Smith's blacksmith shop, where 
the tire originated, Phillip's blacksmith 
shop, the Pliiladelphia beer hall, I. X L. 
hotel, Coleman's furniture store, C. M. 
Bradahnw's new building, and several 
small dwelling houses and barns. The 
whole losu is estimated at $20,000 to 
§25,000. 

C. M. Bradshaw's building was the beat 
in the block, and was erected two yeara 
ago at a coat of §7,000. The iiiaurauco 
was so high being 11 pur cent, that it was 
not covered. Tho loss will be severely 
folt by him. The building .waa two- 
storied high, tlie upper floor being used 
uB lodgings and the lower as a millinery 
store. The I. X. L. hotel was erected in 
1850 by Captain H. L. Tibballa. Little 
property was saved from tho flames, as 
tlioy spread very rapidly. Colonel A. T. 
Hawley, the well-known journalist, is 
among the sufferers in the loss of personal 
property.

The SCO.OOO brought down on the An- 
con from tho wonderful quartz mine on 
Doughia iala,id, .'Vlaska, r-jpreseiits a con- 
siderable profit for those intcreated in it. 
With the machinery used the cost of min- 
ing and milling the ore will not exceed at 
tho tLtmost $1.60 per ton, while Mr, 
Truadwell states that he can mine and 
mill it for §1.10. The ore paya about 
5-8.50 to the ton, so it can readily be 
summed Mp the amount of profit that ia 
made from tho mine. Considering the 
inexhaustible quantities of paying ore 
there ia in this phenomenal depoait the 
owners iia' o a conatant source of wealth, 
and the development has been done by a 
very few California capitalists.

The following letter was read, addressed 
to the secretary: 

Sackamento, Aug. Slst, '85. 

Your letter of the 14th inst,, is at hand, 
In it you desire information as to the 
mode of endowment of our state univor- 
aity. In tho first place, the revenue aria- 
ing from the endowment, whon not deem- 
ed sufBcient, is supplemented by appro- 
priations for tho year, on the two yeara 
intervening between opening the legisla- 
ture of the state. Tho endowment has 
had threo sources, to wit: 1. Federal, 
made by congress. 2. State, made by the 
legijlature. 3. Private, bonefaotiona 
made by indiviiiuals. First, under an act 
of congress approved July 2iid, 18(j2, 
California received from tho federal (gov- 
ernment 150,000 acres of tho 
public lands for the endowment of a 
college of agrioulture aad that college is 
one of the colleges of the university of 
California. Also 52,455 acres in two 
other grants noted on page 140 of the 
pamphlet which I send you by mail. Sec- 
and, the principal endowment by the state 
was bonds producing an annual revenue 
of §50,000. The principal which purch- 
ased these bonds was derived from the 
sale of swamplands belonging to the state. 
Third, a number of individuals have from 
time to time given sums of money or 
property toward the general endowment 
of the univeraity, or of a particular col- 
lege thereof, or to tho oatabliahment of 
professorships or scholarships. I forward 
you by mail a register of the university, 
published 1881, which contains references 
to the matter above spoken of. See pp. 
120, 12(), 127, 128, 129. I think that tho 
above ia a short but full account of the 
endowment of tho university of Califor- 
nia. Kespeocfully your obedient servant, 
W.M. T. Wklcker. 
Supt. Public Instruction.

The meeting then resolved itself into 
committee of the whole. 



Auti-Chincec Union. 

There wm a well attended meeting of 
tho Anti-Chinese union in Harmony hall 
last evening, about 900 representative 
workingmen being present. In the ab- 

aonce of the president Mr. Tuckflold oc- 
cupied the chair. 

Several stirring speeches were made by 
varioua members, all touching upon the 
necessity for unity in any effort that 
might be made in the direction of crowd- 
ing the Chinese from the labor market. 
Tho futility of the movement made on 
Monday waa commontod on, but it waa 
only with a de5nito end in view, followed 
up by well directed effort that aiiythiag 
permanent could be accomplished. 

Three reaolutions were unanimously 
passed as follows: 

1. That it was a grand mistake on tho 
part of the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernmouts in allowing contractors for pub- 
lic works employing Chinese, thus prosti- 
tuting tho public works from their legi- 
timate use; and that tho meeting express 
ita unqualified disapproval of such appro- 
priation of public funds, and asking for 
leuiolation against the employment of 
Chinese on public works. 2. Favoring 
the fusion of the various city divisiona, to 
be called the Victoria division of the An- 
ti-Chinese union. 2. That the Franchise 
bill was in the opinion of the meeting a 
atep in the wrong direction as it limited 
manhood sullrage in making the latter a 
money qualification.

Warner 
went aroiiiid to tiie carriage alied to see 
Miss Taylor, whon the young woman drew 
B rawhide from' behind her back and slash- 
ed Warner in a moat vigorous in^tnner 
across the face. Tho girl waa alao assisted 
by her fatiier and brother. Mias Taylor 
alitiges that Warner circulated acandaloua 
atones about her. Warner's frienda 
maiiilaiu tluit his slatoiaoiits about tho 
girl were not unfounded. Warrants havo 
been issued for the arrest of tho men of 
the Taylor family and a-summons for the 
girl. 

Toronto, Aug. 31. — The Iriah National 
League of this city are very jubilant over 
the news contained in tho Toronto Globe 
that Archbishop Lynch has endorsed and 
become a subscriber to the parliamentary 
fund. The following item is taken from 
tho Globe, including the letter of the 
archbiahop: "Mr. John P. Sutton, de- 
puted by tho Irish National Luaguo of 
America to organize braiichea*of the 
League in America, and solicit subscrip- 
tions for tho Irish parlianiontaiy fund, 
arrived in town yesterday.

Wholesale Expulsion of Uus- 
slans. 

London, Sept. — Telegrama from a 
gentleman who was recently sent to Ger- 
many to inquire into the alleged wholesale 
expulsion of Russian subjects fully con- 
firm all previoua report*. In a dispatch 
dated at Konlgsburg he says: Many 
thousand persona have been expelled from 
towns in tho eaatern provinces, and thou- 
aanda of Russians have been cr;'.orod to 
leave by the 1st of October, on the ground 
that they have not obtained formal natur- 
alization, although many of those expell- 
ed performed German military service at 
Dantzic. The chief sufferers are mer- 
chants, artisans, workmen, and even 
musicians, soino of whom have been set- 
tled in the country Lwonty years. At least 
500 persons in Dantzic at present are un- 
der notice to depart, At Konigsburg the 
same harsh atato of aff'airs exists', and the 
suffering likely to be caused by the forced 
removal of so many people from the com- 
fortable homes which they have, by their 
industry, succeeded in making for them- 
selves, e.xcitea tlie keenest sympathy of tho 
natives in iheae cities, who are indignant 
at tho prospective loss of so many wealthy 
producers. Tho municipal council of 
Dantzic has sent a petition to Biamarck, 
setting forth in forcible terms the injustice 
and injury which will result from the en- 
forcement of the order of removal, and 
requesting that it bo rescinded. The suf- 
ferers themselves have thus far appealed 
in vain to the provincial authorities for 
amelioration of the decree.

"De/.k Lord Idde.sleiou— I feel that 
you havo done ino great honor in asking 
mo to serve on tho Royal Commission on 
Trade. I fear that if I joined this com- 
mission I should be to. some extent 
tongue-tied in advocating 'my .views on 
the defence of British industry, and I 
prefer to keep iiiy liberty. 

"The Board of Trade returns show 
most clearly that tlie fiscal system of the 
country is breaking down. Thia system 
has forced us to depend for prosperity on 
our exports of manufactured goods, and 
in following up this policy we have entire- 
ly given up aU consideration for our agri- 
cultural interests, allowing burdens to re- 
main thereon which belong to tho 
days of protection. Tho Board of Trade 
returns for the first six months of this 
year tell their own tale — namely, an ex- 
cess in the amount paid for manufactured 
commodities imported and a decrease of 
over £11,000,000 sterling in our exports 
of similar gooda. It is a fear of inquiry 
into theae symptoms of decay which has 
induced prominent men on the liberal aide 
to refuae to join the cominiaaion, excuaiiig 
themselves, as I understand, on tho 
ground of there being upon it men of pro- 
nounced opinions like myself. Deairing 
aa I do to takeaway every excuse (however 
shallow) from our opponents for declining 
to join in prosecuting the most useful in- 
quiry that haabeon inatituted by any recent 
government, I beg most respectfully to 
decline. the offer. I know that my views 
will be well represoiitod, and I shall be 
more free to speak as a witness than aa a 
commissioner. 

"1 fear thct before your labors aro con- 
cluded tho distreas will have become ao 
keen among all classes except the rich 
that the workingmen will have taken the 
matterinto their own hands.
